The report of the admiral of the fishing 
fleet, dated from “the North sea,’’ is a pic- 
turesque touch, a plain sailor’s yarn of the 
occurrence, which was handed to Foreign 
Minister Lansdowne tonight.

RUSSIA 1S MORE ONGASY. 


OMINOUS RING TO THE BRITISH 


NOTE OF PROTEST. 


As Yet the English Government Has) 
Presented No Demands—Only De- 
nounces the Outrage and Asks _ for 
an Explanation—Says Nature of 
Reparation to Be Asked Will Be De- 
termined Later—Crar Expresses Re- 
but Is Unable to Explain Facts. 


_ 8ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 26, 3 a.m.—There 
is an ominous ring to the British note of 
protest over the attack by the Baltic fleet on | 
the North sea trawling boats that causes un- 
easiness in official circles. 

As yet Great Britain has presented no @e- 
mands. The note of protest transmitted by 
the British ambassador only asks an expia- 
nation for an act which it characterizes in 
strong language as unjustifiable, deliberate, 
and inhuman. 

Great Britain makes no threats, Sica no 
time limit for response, and makes no de-. 
mands. The. note specifically states that 
Great Britain's demands are ven 
ing an explanation, 


‘Orisis Not Yet Passed. 3 
- Jt is thoroughly understood here that any 
failure on the part of Russia to comply with 
Gbeat Britain’s ultimate demands will be 
fcllowed ‘immediately by the recall of: Am- 
bassador Hardinge and the rupture of all 
diplomatic relations: . 


No Report from 

It is just this that causes anxiety in Rus- 
sian official circles. ' Russia cannot as yet 
offer any explanation.’ Up to midnight the 
admiralty had received no report from Vice 
Admiral Rojestvensky. At that hour it was 
not known where he ts, but it.is presumed 
that he is proceeding to Vigo, Spain, to recoal 
his ships. But the date of his arrival there 
is entirely problematical, for he is sailing 
under sealed orders which give him wide lat- 
itude. 

Until Rojestvensky makes a report ‘of the 
unfortunate occurrence in’ the North 
Russia can offer no adequate explanation. 


‘Czar Telegraphs His Regrets. 

Meantime,‘ without waiting the Russian

Features of British Note. 

The full text of the British note of protest 
has not been made public, but it is known 
that it stigmatizes the firing upon the British 
fishing boats as an act “inhuman, un- 
justifiable, and deliberate.”” The note re- 
cites the circumstances of the affair, saying 
that-a fleet of steam frawiers carrying the 
established lights was approached by the

ONWENTSIA IS SECOND. 


Warrenton Club’s Timber Top- 
pers Carry Off Honors, After 
Perilous Display. 


It was “ hunt night ” at the horse show last 
evening. | 

Under the leadership of Master of Hounds 
W. Vernon Booth and followed closely by 
Mrs. Preston Gibson and Miss Mary Lord, the 
pink coated riders ofthe Onwentsia club 
swept twice round the arena and over the 
jumps, while an audience larger than that of 
the opening night stood on its feet and 
cheered them. 

Onwentsia in Second Place. | 

But Onwentsia came off second best in the 
contest. After a long debate the judges gave 
first prize for the “ best exhibit from any 
recognized hunt club” to the eight whips 
and hunting men from the Warrenton Hunt 
club of Warrenton, Va. The award was re- 
telved in silence by the crowd, as the fault- 
less showing of Chicago's two women riders 
had won general sympathy. | 

“Thank heaven it's over,’’ remarked one 
of the judges, as the arena was clearedafter 
the event. “‘ When women are in the ring 
our hearts are in our mouths. They’re pretty 
sure to stick on their mounts, but if the 
horse once falls it’s all over with them.”

Mrs. Gibson’s Mount Fractious. 


Saranac, ridden by Mrs. Gibson, was 2 
source of endless trouble. He was fractious 
from the moment he entered the ring, and 
began by landing a kick on J. H. Pirie's 
Tomboy. Two grooms swung at the bit of 
the big bay gelding till his turn to jump 
came and then Mr. Booth requested Mrs. 
Gibson to dismount and leave the arena on 
foot. Examination showed that the horse 
‘was fll and a veterinary was sent for. as 
soon as the animal reached the hitching 
room. 

At the second timber jump the Onwentsia 
riders came near to a serious accident. Mr. 
‘ Booth, Mrs. Gibson, and Miss d, who led 
the field, went over the rails like a breeze, 
but Mr. Pirie’s Tomboy and Charles Hill's 
Hunter Rye knocked the fence in a heap, 
leaving a dangerous mixup for the men be- 
hind. Frederic McLaughlin on His Grace 
took the timber as it was falling, Granger 
FParwell managed to pull up Drayton, but. 
James F. Lord came pounding down upon 
the tangled mass of rails with powerful 
Grey Hagle going for all he was worth. 

While the crowd held its breath, Mr. Lord 
spoke a word of encouragement to his mount 
and the big horse spread. himself and cleared 
the danger spot as if taking a broad “ water 
jumyp."" The speé¢tators showed their relief 
im a round of hearty applause. 


Fine Exhibition by Miss Lord. 


Lightfoot, Miss Lord’s hunter, gave a veau- 
tiful exhibition. Neither he nor Mrs. Gib- 
mon’s horse ticked ’’’ a single rail or hurdle. | 
When the women ‘had gone round the ring 
twice the crowd frantically demanded an 
encore, but Mr. Booth was content to let well 
enough alone and forbade it. As Mrs. Gibson 
and Miss Lord made their way to their seats 
after the event hands were outstretthed from 
all the boxes on the east side of the building, 
while women exclaimed: ‘‘ We’re proud to 
khow you. You did magnificently.’””’ Mrs. 
Reginald C. Vanderbilt was especially cor- 
dial in her felligitations of the Chicago 
riders. 

In riding, the men from Warrenton were 
umusually expert. Unlike their Onwentsia 
competitors, they jumped in sets of three 
and showed they were used to it. Master of 
Hounds W. D. Benner, with two whips wear- 
ing the velvet jockey caps of hunt club offi- 
clals, took the jumps with only one hurdle 
down. Richard.Wallach, on Flicker, led the 
second trio with almost as good a showing, 
but the last two riders knocked the rails 
over on both trips. For the Toronto Hunt 
elub, the only other contestant, James Mur- 
ray's Montrose refused the timber jump. 

World’s High Jump Record Broken. 

A world’s record was broken in the open 
high jump event, which kept the audience 
in its seats till almost 12:30 o'clock: After 
working*the bars up inch by inch in suc- 
cessive trials, Pearl, a bay mare owned by 
E. H. Weatherbie of New York and ridden 
by P. Riach, cleared the timber at 6 feet 
inches, breaking .the previous figures of 
6 feet 6 inches for loose rail jumping, estab- 
lished at Buffalo by Rosemary. The applause 
given this feat rivaled that awarded the 
hunt exhibit earlier in the evening. :

TAKES MORE DEFEATS AT HORSE 
SHOW GRACEFULLY. _ 


Popular with Spectators; Who Were 
More Numerous in the Coliseum Last 
Night than on Monday—Glenbrook,a 
Kentucky Stallion, Proves the Sur- 
prise of the Afternoon—People, in 
Seats Take Intense Interest in the 

Judging.

Reginald Vanderbilt had to put up with 
some more defeats at the horse show last 
night, -but- he-took- his: medicine gracefully 
and maintained the unruffied Gemeanor and 
placid countenance that in his case goes alike 
with victory or @efeat. In the brougham 
class his big chestnut norse, Dr. Selwonk, 
albeit favored by the audience and applauded 
more than aH the others in the ring at the 
time, was placed second to W. H. Moore's 
Joseph. In the competition for park horses 


the Vanderbilt pair, Fad and Fancy, driven 


by their owner, were third to E. B. Jordan’s 
Kitty Gray and The Baron and J. H. Moore’s 
His Highness and Royal Victor. 

Mr. Vanderbilt is popular with the Chicago 
audiénces, and there were more people at the 
Coliseum last night than at the opening of 
the show. The eastern man drives his horses 
as if he thoroughly enjoyed the sport. He 
bears a striking resemblance to his grand- 
father, William H. Vanderbilt, who had a 
stable full of fast trotters, as did his father, 


“the Commodore,”’ before him, dad. the 
passion for fast stepping n ‘which was 
dormant in one generation has evidently 


taken a fresh start. 
When he dashed into the ring behind his 
pair of natty blacks hitched to a handsome T 
cart everybody recognized Vanderbilt, and a 
buzz of talk was manifest. During the con- 
test the easterner paid strict attention to the 
business in hand and incidentally displayed 
a lot of skillas areinsman. When the fate- 
ful numbers went up that gave the blue rib- 
bon to the Jordan pair and the red rosette to 
the Moore outfit Mr. Vanderbilt, if he felt 
any disappointment, did not showit. It was 
a verdict in which all the railbird experts 
agreed, and the ease with which the Jordan 
horses are taking down the ribbons in all 
sorts of classes shows them to be the highest 
class stable ever put together. | 

In addition to the park pair win last nigh 
the Jordan stable won a.class.in the after- 
noon, and on the opening day were similarly 
successful. 

But the show that set the crowd wild last 
night wa’s that of the roadster class pairs, in 
which there were but two competitors. The 


horses was demonstrated when tne roadsters 
had the ring. Both pairs—Rhea W. and 
Easter Maid and Amos B. and Glenbrook—had 
a lot of step, anid the way they flew around 
the ring demonstrated that fact as well 
as the perfect control their drivers had over 
them. 

Mr. W. G. Carling of St. Paul, who put 
‘Rhea W. and mate together two years ago 
and sold them to a Philadelphian for whom 
they won a lot of ribbons, came down from 
the Minnesota town to drive them, and was 
more than repaid by a victory that was al! 
the more welcome because hard won. In- 
deed, it was not until one of the judges had 
driven each pair a few times that a decision 
as to which was the best could be reached. 
Both pairs have a dashing way of going. 
but in general appearance Amos B. was not 
up to his mate, Glenbrook—the stalliton that 
won a class in the afternoon—although he 
had him beaten a trifle for speed. But Rhea 
W. and Easter Maid moved like one horse, 
and a handsomer pair never stepped into a 
ring. That they could go well was demon- 
y strated more than once, and there was plenty 

of applause when the ribbon was placed on 
the near mare. 

' “Tt is a good sign when the people in the 
seats take a lively interest in the horses on 
show,’ said a man who is up on horse show 
matters: ‘“‘and you will find that the min- 
ute interest lags the attendance falls away. 
Take tonight for instance. Those trotting 
pairs had the audience at fever heat right 
away, and there is many a man who will look

$0 as to be sure and come tosee them. He 


will bring bis wife along, too.” 


The first appearance of Glenbrook in the 

ring was in the afternoon, when the class 
.for trotting stallions was called. It had 
not been expected that there would. be 
much tn the way of quality in this ring, as 
the entries numbered but five, and there were 
no #tallions of repute aé sires or posseseors 
of extreme speed in the lot. 

But when Glenbrook, a horse never before 
seen in this part of the country, came thun- 
dering through the entrance gate and stepped 
down the east side of the ring at a 2:40 gait 
the audience looked a minute to take in all 
his beauty of form and action, and then the 
applause began. There were other stallions 
in the ring that under other circumstances 
would have attracted attention by their grace 
and speed, but they looked common alongside 
of Glenbrook. He is a dark brown fn color, 
almost black, and a better put up one at all 
points would be hard to find. Smoothly 
turned at every point, he added to rare beau- 
ty of.conformation a. perfect trotting gait, 
albeit on the showy order, and was on parade 
all the time, whether at rest or in motion. 

It did not take the judges long to decide 
that Glenbrook*was entitied to the blue rib- 
bon, with Norval King second and Marconi 
third. Norval King made a good impression 
by his ring work, although his action was 
not quite so dashing as that of Glerbrook, 
but the man who rode the attendant saddle 
horse lacked,.in the matter of managing a 
trotter under such conditions, and to this ex- 
tent the horse was handicapped. 

As’ soon as the horses left the ring there 
was a rush of horsemen to the hitching room 
to wok Glenbrook over at close range and 
learn his blood lines. The stallion hails from

LABOR OF BISHOPS ENDS. 


EPISCOPAL CONFERENCE UPHOLDS 
SANCTITY OF MARRIAGE. 


Pastoral Letter Makes Strong Plea for 
the Preservation of Family Life and 
Urges That Action Be Taken by the 

' Charch on the Labor and Race Prob- 

lema—Action Relative to Special 
Forms of Worship Postponed for 

, Three Years, 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.]} 
Boston, Mass., Oct. 25.—[Special.]—The 
presentation of the pastoral letter upholding 
the sanctity of marriage and voicing an ap- 
peal for the preservation of the family was 
the principal feature of the closing session 
of the Episcopal conference today. 

The letter was read by Bishop Potter of 
New York. After pdinting out the necessity 
of supporting missions in Japan, China; ana 
other oriental districts, the letter continued: 

“It is a*question which we, in this repub- 
lic, may wisely consider, whether, with 
greater freedoms, we have always won a 
greater purity or righteousness. 


Family Basis of Social Order. 


**At the basis of our social order is the 
family; and while we are fond of railing at 
our, oriental brethren for their polygamic 
constitution of that institution, it is worta 
while to ask oureslves the question whether 
the laws of this land are not in danger of 
bringing in, though by quite another road, 
worse evil. 

** The facility with which the marriage rela- 
tion: may be taken and put off is one of the 
menaces of our American civilization, to the 
possible perils of which Christian people 
are, as yet, imperfectly roused.”’ 


3 Labor Question One of Caste. 

After. urging that the sabbath day be held 
sacred “‘from secular or frivolous intru- 
sion;”’ the letter takes up the labor and race 
questions. 

Of the first the pastoral declares that 
‘“‘whatever labor organizations have ac- 
complished they have mainly moved along 
lines’ which are the glory of our democratic 
institutions. However otherwise we may 
classify human society, that classification 
is uhiversal which divides it into those who 
believe in the spirit of caste and those who 
do not. 

‘* Journey where you will, the peoples that 
are in. the thickest darkness today are those 
in. which most absolutely the spirit of caste 
rules; and if our fathers came to thése shores 
to escape from the domination of that rule, 
whether it expressed itself in civil or in ec- 
clesiastical tyrannies, shall we resent it if, at 
last, the workingman has caught something 
of the same spirit and seeks to apply it to the 
constitution of that great industrial organ- 
ism which is the most apt image of the mod- 
ern state?” | 

Cannot Ignore Race Problem. 

Touching the race problem the letter, after 
referring to the appointment of a joint com- 
misson to investigate the question, says:. 

“If by giving them (the negroes) freedom 
we have only given them the power to work 


-mbischief; and if lynching has come to be de- 


fended as a necessary protection to families, 
then, surely, we are face to face with a situa- 
tion at once desperate ang dishonoring. We 
may not ignore it; we cannot disown it. If 
is a part of our social situation, and if the 
church can have nothing to say about it then 
she simply disowns her duty and her Master.” 


' Closing Services Improving. 

The-closing services in Trinity church at- 
tracted an immense crowd, which a score of 
policemen found it difficult tocontrol. There 
was an imposing procession into the church 
of bishops and officers of both houses with 
the clergy and choir of Trinity church. 
‘Forty-six bishops were in line, ied by the 
junior members of that house, and Bishop 
Coadjutor Osborne of Springfield and Bishop 
Coadjutor Greerer of New York.” The open- 
ing office of the brief service was taken by 
the Rev. Dr. R. H. McKim, president of the 
house of deputies, and it closed with a bene- 
pet by Presiding Bishop Tuttle of Mis- 
souri..: 

Huntington Amendment Goes Over. 

There was a vigorous debate over the 
famous Huhtington amendment permitting 
special forms of worship for congregations 
other’ than English in which charges of 
“railroading the measure through were 
made. The matter was put to a vote, how- 
ever,.and carried, but later it appeared that 
in the lay order there was no quorum of dio- 
ceses. The vote being illegal, the matter 
went over for dnother three years.

SAYS MEN STUDENTS MAYBE - 
CROWDED OUT BY THE WOMEN. 


Dr. Edmond J. James in Northwestern 
University Report. Deducts Theory 
from Attendance. in One College. 


Dr. Edmund J. James, in his last report 
to the trustees of Northwestern university, 
which appeared yesterday, says the disa 
pearance of men students from the coedu 
cational institutions in the Mississippi val- 
ley may be only a matter of time. ; 

Dr. James quotes figures on the attend- 
ance in the college of liberal arts of North- 
western to prove his theory. These show 
that In the last four years the percentage 
of women students in the Evanston school 
has increaSed from 46.1 to 56.6. He closes 
by saying: 

“In my opinion this tendency is a perma- 
nent one, and is more likely to increase in 
the future than it hasinthe past. The col- 
lege is distinctly a literary college. Its em- 
phasis is placed on the study of the classics, 
ancient and modern history, mathematics, 
ami pure science. These are subjects which 
are likely to appeal with increasing force 


‘to the women of the country as they become 


more educated.”
